IMPERIAL RECORDER, 
EVERETT W. JACOCKS, 
DIES AT RICHMOND, VIRGINIA 


HE Imperial Recorder of the Imperial 

Council, and for many years a member 
of Aleppo Temple, Everett W. Jacocks 
passed away unexpectedly, Wednesday 
at a hospital in Richmond, Virginia, 
August 5, 1947. 

Mr. Jacocks, a son of the late John 
Jacocks and Mrs. Agnes Hughs Jacocks, 
was born on May 23, 1884 at New Haven, 
Connecticut. He attended local public 
schools there and also in Boston. 

Before becoming auditor of the Im- 
perial Council of the Shrine in 1921, he 
was a certified public accountant in 
Boston and vicinity.“ He remained auditor 
until 1924, when he returned to private 
business. 

In 1927, he was made assistant Im- 
perial Recorder of the Shrine, under the 
late Governor James Price and moved his 
home to Richmond. He held this position 
until the death of Mr. Price, in 1943, 
when he was appointed Imperial Recorder. 

Mr. Jacocks also served as Secretary of 
the Board of the Shriners’ Hospitals for 
Crippled Children from 1934 until the 
work was combined with the Recorder’s 
office in Richmond, in 1941. 

Long interested in Masonic work, Mr. 
Jacocks was made a Master Mason in 
1906 in Faith Lodge, A. F. & A. M. in 
Charlestown, Massachusetts. He was a 
member of Aleppo Temple, A.A.O.N.M.S. 
in Boston; Boston Commandery No. 2, 
Knights Templar; Scottish Rite of Rich- 
mond and Strict Observance Lodge, No. 
207, A. F. & A. M., here. He was an 
honorary member of Acca Temple, Rich- 
mond, as well as many of the Temples 
scattered over the United States. He was 
a member of Royal Jesters, Richmond 
Rotary Club and St. Thomas Church. 

A funeral service was held at 4 p.m, 
Thursday at St. Thomas Church and 
burial was in Riverview Cemetery. 

Mr. Jacocks leaves his wife, Mrs. Mar- 
jorie Jacocks and a daughter, Mrs. Nor- 
man Phillips.
